Submitted to Russia. 


SIR PETER LUMSDEN ON HIS WAY HOME. 


General Komaroft Sticks to it that the 
Afghans Were the Aggressors in 
| the Penjdeh Affair. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

Lonpon, May 12.—Advices from Tirpul 
of the 9th instant say Sir Peter Lumsden, 
Col. Stewart and Mr. Barros start for 
home to-morrow in accordance with the 
orders of the Government. No orders 
given for the disposal of the British-Af- 
ghan Boundary Commission. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 12.—M. Nelidoff, 
Russian Ambassador to Turkey, is still 
vigorously pressing the Turkish Govern- 
ment for the early payment of the war in- 
demnity owing to Russia. 

Lonpon, May 12.—The Times, in an ed- 
itorial on Lord George Hamilton’s motion 
of censure, says the opposition’s case was 
presented at the proper time. 
Hamilton, however, the Times thinks, 
ought to have withdrawn his amendment 
after the official document concerning the 


Afghan question had been promised, and 
should have reserved the indictment for a 
— when he could have made it com- 
plete. 

The Standard says the majority by 
which the Government carried their point 
will not rehabilitate their reputation. 

Sr. Pererspure, May 12.—The Official 
Messenger to-day publishes a lengthy dis- 
patch from General Komaroff, in which 
he explains more fully his actions and 
gives more details of the incidents which 
led up to the battle between the Russians 
and Afghans on the Kushk river on March 
30. In this dispatch Komaroff reiterates 
everything he said in his former dispatches 
regarding the unexpected progressive 
movements of the Afghans, and claiming 
that the latter were the aggressors. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, May 12.—The Imperial 
Council of War has ordered the transfer 
of military and medical stores from 
Krasnovid to Askabad, and have instruct- 
ed the Commissary Department to get 
ready to equip 2000 reserves. Articles for 
the formation of a steamboat company 
for operation on the river Oxus have been 
submitted for approval to the Council of 
the Empire. neral Annenkoff has 
started to push the work on the Trans- 
Caspian railway. 

Lonpon, May 12.—A dispatch from 
Meshed reports the arrival there of Sir 
Peter Lumsden, who is en route for Eng- 


land. Colonel Stewart and another Brit- 


ish officer will go to Herat for the pur- 
pose of examining the fortifications and 
giving the Ameer any advice in regard 
thereto.

_ NEGOTIATIONS NOT COMPLETED. 

Lonpon, May 12.—In the House of 
Lords this afternoon Granville corrected 
his statement of yesterday concerning the 


ment reached between himself, the Earl 


Lessar in respect to the Afghan boundary 
proceedings was not completed in Lon- 
don, as yesterday’s statement would im- 
ply, but had been put in shape for sub- 
mission to Russia for acceptance. | 

Lonpon, May 12.—In the House of 
Commons, in answer to a question, 
Childers, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
announced that about £35,000,000 of the 
credit of £55,000,000 had been already 
absorbed. 

Gladstone stated that the agreement 
which had been reached by Granville, the 
Earl of Kimberly, Baron De Staal and M. 
Lessar, respecting the Afghan boundary 
had been forwarded by Baron De Staal to 
St. Petersburg for approval. Baron De 
Staal and M. Lessar had not, Gladstone 
said, acted as Russian plenipotentiaries in 
the conference which resulted, in this 
agreement, and Baron De Staal desired to 
have it stated that Lord Granville, the 
Earl of Kimberly, M. Lessar and himself 
had agreed to draft an agreement and 
that he (Baron De Staal) had forwarded 
it to Russia, giving it his support. 

The motion of Sir Edward Massey 


Lapes, Conservative member for South 
Dovou, to insert & Clause in the registra- 


tion act charging the expenses of registry 
on the general treasury being called up, 
Gladstone strongly opposed it. The 
motion was finally rejected by a vote of 
280 to 258, a loss of 10 votes by the gov- 
ernment from last night's tally and of 
but two by the opposition. 

Sir Edward Watkins, Liberal, member 
for Blythe, moved a second reading of the 
Channel Tunnel bill. Right Hon. Jos. 
Chamberlain, on behalf of the Board of 
Trade, of which he is President, opposed 


the measure, and he stated that the 


Board, as a whole, were opposed to the 
further progress of the bill. The opposi- 
tion cheered this declaration, and the bill 
was then rejected by a vote of 281 to 99. 

Lonpon, May 13.—The papers congrat- 
ulate the House of Commons on its re- 
jection of the scheme for digging a tunnel 
under the British channel to connect 
England and France. Most of the articles 
revive the old military argument against 
the project and do not hesitate to express 
fears of French submarine invasion.

A Fever Plague in Pennsylvania. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 12.—A*% to-day’s 
meeting of citizens for the relief of suf- 
ferers by fever at Plymouth, the police 
surgeon detailed to visit the infected re- 
gion reported that he found the reports 
had not been exaggerated. In some in- 
stances four or five persons were ill in one 
house with three or four in one room, and 
there were instances of two or three dead 

ons in the same house. The only 


schödl-house had been turned into a hos- 
pital. Philadelphia has contributed 
$1000. In many cases the father or 


mother of a large family of children had 
died. He heard of a case in which the 
father and mother were both down with 
the fever and being nursed by a fourteen- 
year-old boy, who was also caring for a 
small babe. Dr. Shakspeare, who also 
went to investigate thejdisease, said unless 
disenfectants were freely used the disease 
could not be wiped out this summer. 


The Pittsburg Trank Murderers 
Confess. 


Cuicaco, May 12.—The three Italians 
arrested in this city for alleged participa- 
tion in the murder of the Italian lemon 
peddler Carriusso; practically confessed to 
the perpetration of the murder this after- 
noon. They in a measure absolve Gilardo, 
who was arrested in New York on his way 
to Italy. They state he witnesséd the 
deed, however, and demanded a share of 
the money taken from Carriusso as the 
price of his silence, and then aided them 
in shipping the body in a trunk to Pitts- 
burg. The detectives declare that the 
confession is sufficient to cause the hang- 
ing of all three of the men. All the par- 
ticulars are known to the police. The 
murder was perpetrated solely to obtain 
three or four hundred dollars, which it 
was known Carriusso had in his posses- 
sion. 


Three Persous Badly Burned. 

-Pirrspure, May 12.—A special from 
Huntingdon, Pa., says that while William 
Hess, a farmer, yesterday, was burning 
brush near a valuable piece of timber 
land on his farm at Wells Valley, in Ful- 
ton county, a high wind carried the 
flames into the timber and the fire was 
soon beyond his control. He fought the 
flames until unconscious. His two 
daughters, Lizzie and Annie, found him 
lying on the ground by the fire.

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, 


WasnIneTon, May 12.—Commissioner 
Coleman says of the condition of affairs in 
the Department of Agriculture, that soon 
after he entered upon his duties his 
attention was called to the fact that the 
laboratory fund was nearly exhausted. 
In order to make up the deficiency he was 
compelled to furlough several employes 
until the end of the fiscal year without 
pay. Now it appears several other spe- 
vific appropriations are in a like condition 
of exhaustion, and many minor branches 
of work must be temporarily suspended. 
The statistical division suffers the loss of 


all its State agents, and other suspen- 
sions must necessarily made. The 
seed division appropriation for the cur- 
rent fiscal year was $100,000. On 
the first of the present month there 
remained only $30 of this fund. The 
Treasury estimate, made in detail by the 
hesd of this division and approved by the 
Commissioner, for the purchase of seeds 
called for the expenditure of $70,000, 
which would leave $30,000 to pay the ex- 
pense of packing and distribution. The 
amount actually expended for seeds from 
this fund seems to have been $82,000. As 
a result there are several kinds of seeds 
on hand in large quantities, with no 
money on hand to pay the exyense of 
packing and distribution. There are in 
excess 13,000 pounds of beet-sugar seed, 
between 700 and 800 bushels of 
peas, and between 600 and 700 bushels of 
sorghum seed. There have been dis- 
tributed during the past year about five 
thousand pounds of beet sugar seed, and 
the supply on hand is sufficient to last 
nearly three years at that rate. Some of 
the peas on hand cost seven dollars per 
bushel. Part of the sorghum seeds have 
been emptied from their sacks upon the 
floog and two boys are employed to stir 
them around to keep them from spoiling. 
A wide variety of prices was paid for seed. 
For oxample, seventeen hundred bushels 
of sorghum seed were purchased from a 
New York firm at prices ranging 
from $2.35 to $2.95 per bushel, 
while three hundred bushels of the 
same variety were obtained from a West- 
ern man for $1 perbushel. The attention 
of the chemist of the department was 
called to this fact to-day, and he was 
asked as an expert what. would have been 
a fair price for seed at the time this stock 
was purchased. He said it sold as low as 
25 cents per bushel in Nebraska, but that 
$1 per bushel would have been an ex- 
ceedingly good price for the very best 
quality ready prepared for planting. He 
was asked how large a quantity of sor- 
ghum seed he would have purchased had 


x 


the matter been left to him. 
Not a pound,“ he replied. 
„There was no reason for the 


urchase of either sorghum or beet. 
here was no purpose in view; there was 
no new variety of beet seed; there was no 
more reason for distributing the old vari- 
ety than for sending out white wheat.“ 
The Chief of the Seed Division once last 
summer called the attention of the Chief 
Clerk of the Department to the fact that 
he had more than two hundred ladies em- 
ployed in the seed room, and protested 
that this force could not be econom- 
ically used, but there seems to have 
been no efficient reform. There 
liberal 
distribution of turnip seed so far this 
ear. The amount purchased is stated at 
15,165 bushels, yet the amount on hand is 
not reported in wxcess. The largest 
amount previously purchased within five 
years was 1800 bushels. These discoveries 
have been made incidentally. No formal 
investigation was undertaken.

MIDDLETON ANXIOUS FOR MORE. TROOPS. 


Two Men Killed and Fifteen Wounded—The 
Government Thought to be 
Panicky. 


Associated Press wispatches to The Times. 
WII, May 12.—Advices received 
here indicate that Middleton’s forces were 
engaged all day Sunday shelling Riel’s 
men from an intrenched position. Two 
troopers were killed and twelve or fif- 
teen wounded. 
sent as soon as the wire is working west. 
When the courier left Sunday evening for 
Clark’s Crossing it was the plan to resume 
the attack to-day. 
The telegraph line was repaired this 
afternoon and some tidings of the fight- 


ing at Batonche have come through. All 
dispatches indicate that up to last night 
the contest was confined to artillery fire 
on the rebels’ stronghold and a few light 
skirmishes. The casualty roll of the 
troops up to this morning was two men 
killed and fifteen wounded. Dispatches 
to military headquarters and to Commis- 
sioner Wrigley here are to the effect that 
fighting is still going on to-day and 
that General Middleton is anxious for 
more troops. Colonel Scott's battal- 
ion has been ordered north from 
Qu’Appelle. Advices to-night state that 
eight companies of volunteers and the In- 
fantry School Corps have been ordered 
from New Brunswick and the Prince of 
Wales Rifles from Montreal~ Another 
Ontario battalion is already on the way. 
This is taken to mean that the govern- 
ment has more alarming news than has 
yet has been made public, as no one can 
see any great necessity for bringing up 
more troops. It may be that the govern- 
ment has once more got into an unneces- 
sary panic. At sll events Middleton is 
evidently not prepared to storm the rebel 
stronghold and intends either to starve 
them out, or harass them into surrender, 
or await reinforcements. How long either 
plan may inure there is no means of 
knowing accurately, as the most contra- 
dictory stories are afloat regarding the 
rebels’ stores of ammunition and pro- 
visions. It is not known what has be- 
come of the steamer Northcote, but some 
suppose she has gone on to Prince Albert. 


National Temperance Society.. 
New York, May 12—The twentieth an- 
nual meeting of the National Temperance 
Society was held to-day. The annual re- 
port of Secretary Stearns showed that the 
financial depression of the country had 
affected the temperance cause materially. 
There were distributed 545,890 books, 
pamphlets, etc. The receipts from mem- 
berships, leagues, etc., was $8897. Mis- 
sionary work during the year caused an 
outlay of $12,000. The Treasurer’s report 
showed the entire receipts for the year to 
have been $60,218. The expenses slightly 
exceeded that amount. Resolutions were 
adopted congratulating the friends of tem- 
perance on the great advances the cause 
has made, and upon the wide-spread and 
rapidly increasing interest in it. Tem- 
perance organizations throughout the 
world were urged to unite in a monster 
demonstration on the centennial of the 
inauguration of the temperance move- 
ment next September.

Mrs. Hartell’s mother called at tho 
house and: found the door unlocked, 
Upon entering, she found her daughter 
lying senseless and nearly nude upon 
the edge of the bed, her clothing torn 
and the bedding disordered. The col- 
lar of her night-gown was much discol- 
ored by some medicine, whose odor can 
still be detected. Upon the bottom was 
a fresh blood stain. Mrs. Hartell never 
spoke again, and died in two hours. 
The boy was found sleeping with un- 
natural soundness, and could tell 
nothing of the matter. It was stated 
by the Express—whose account is full 
of blunders—that the prints of fingers 
were found on Mrs. Hartell’s throat; 
but itis now admitted that the discol- 
oration was natural, Besides the 
money drawn by Mrs. H. at Puente, 
she had $200. This was gone, the 
pocketbook “which had contained it 
being found empty. A $20 piece was

A PEEP BEHIND THE SCENES. 
LET MOLTKEE Go! 


To the Editor of the Times—Srn: 
When writing to you yesterday I was 


- undecided as to whether I should feel 


myself justified in giving the readers of 
the ‘Times a ‘‘peep behind the scenes,“ 
and to wich I referred but vaguely in 
my review, known as Smouldering 
Fires.’ 

This I have now determined to do, 
and I doubt not that it may throw some 
light on the recent reapprochment of 
France and Russia when the latter 
seemed to be on the point of measuring 
herself with England. 

I shall give no names, so as not tu 
compromise certain military and naval 
officers; but I guarantee | the accuracy 
of the following: 

It was in August, 1881, when I was 
on my way back, for the second time, 
from the grand Sahara, and arriving at 
Algiers, I found a Rassian ironclad 
squadron in the harbor. The leading 
officers of the fleet were invited to din- 
ner by the French general officers, and 
the invitation was extended to your cor- 
respondent, who was well known to

Indeed, it is an open 
secret that, on two occasions and within 
the last ten years, the Iron Prince has 
vainly tried to make the Emperor Wil- 
liam ‘‘jump the fence”’ against Russia.

the purpose thereof.
